I  CITILIZATION  OF  TUF.  INDIANS. 

1  Experience  has  proved  beyond 
I  Jtbate,  that  the  children  of  the 
forest  are  capable  of  civilization, 
tad  of  enjoying  the  sublime  happi- 
aeso  which  the  gospel  inspires  in 
the  followers  of  Christ.  Facts  are 
dailr  coming  to  light  on  this  sub- 
jefti  which  show,  at  least,  that 
those,  who  are  best  qualitied  to 
ju'd^,  are  unwilling  to  abandon 
the  object  without  making  further 
expennient ;  facts,  which  are  cal- 
calited  to  '*put  to  silence  the  igno¬ 
rance  of’  those  “foolish  men,’*  who 
are  ready  to  brand  every  measure 
for  their  improvement  as  chimeri¬ 
cal,  “understanding  neither  what 
they  say,  nor  whereof  they  affirm.” 

Under  the  act  of  Congress  to 

trovide  for  the  civilization  of  the 
ndian  tribes,  the  total  expendi- 
tares  for  that  purpose  from  Feb¬ 
ruary  12,  1820,  to  Decetnber  24, 
18il,  are  reported  to  have  been, 
816,605  80. 

In  connection  with  this  the 
friends  of  Missions  have  hailed 
with  peculiar  emotions  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  “The  American  Society 
Jur promoting  the  civUixation  ana 
general  improvement  of  the  Indian 
tribes  within  the  United  States.” 
This  Society  has  been  recently 
formed  at  \Vashingt(ui,  and  is  pa¬ 
tronized  bv  persons  of  the  tiijst 
respectability  in  the  nation  ;  the 
•  special  objects  of  which  are  to  se¬ 
cure  for  these  tribes,  instruction 
in  all  branches  of  knowledge,  suit¬ 
ed  to  their  capacities*  and  condi¬ 
tion.  To  provide  for  adopting  the 
,  most  efficient  measures  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  benevolent  objects  of  the 
Society,  it  is  proposed  to  a'>,cer¬ 


tain  the  intellectual  and  moia^ 
character  of  the  Indi.nns ;  to  ex¬ 
amine  into  their  oricin,  history, 
memoiials,  anti<|uities,  traditions, 
governments,  customs,  manners, 
laws,  languages,  and  religions  ; 
into  their  diseases,  remedies,  and 
manner  of  applying  them  ;  into 
the  etlurts  made  lor  tljeir  improve¬ 
ment  ;  into  the  number,  names, 
aiid  residence  of  the  different 
tribes;  the  extent,  soil,  and  cli¬ 
mate  of  their  respective  territories; 
the  geography,  mineralogy,  geolo¬ 
gy,  natural  history,  &c.  of  the  In- 
diaii  country: — to  collect  speci- . 
mens  in  all  these  branches  ot  sci¬ 
ence  for  a  national  cabinet ; — to 
select  spots  among  the  Indians  for 
ex|ierimental  farm- to  introduce 
the  best  breeds  of  domestic  ani¬ 
mals,  &c. 

Messrs.  Adams,  Jefferson,  and 
Madison,  the  late  successive  Pre¬ 
sidents  of  the  United  States,  are 
the  patrons  of  the  Society  ;  the 
Vice  President  of  the  U.  S.  is,  c.i’ 
officio,  President;  the  Rev.  Jedi- 
diah  Morse,  I).  J).  is  the  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  ;  George  H. 
Richards,  Ksq.  of  VVashingUm,  the 
first  Assistant  Secretary  ;  Joseph 
Nourse,  Ks<|.  Treasurer;  an<i  the 
Hon.  Wm.  Wirt,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  I)irecti*r8. — 'The  payment 
of  five  dollars  constitutes  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Society.  Members  of 
Congress,  General  Officers  of  the 
Army,  Commissioners  of  the  Na¬ 
vy,  Presidents  and  Professors  of 
Colleges  and  Theological  Semina¬ 
ries,  the  Clergy  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions,  Presidents  and  Secretaries 
of  all  Societies  embracing  Indians 
among  their  objects.  Commanding 
Officers  of  military  posts,  witlun. 
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or  near.tlie  Indian  territories  ;  Su- 
perintendants  oi  Indians,  and  In* 
dian  Agents ;  are,  from  tl»eir  of¬ 
fice,  members. 

While  we  firmly  believe  that 
this  highly  respectable  Society 
originated  from  a  dispassionate 
view  of  the  successful  experiments 
made  by  Missionaries  among  the 
Indians,  we  cannot  but  consider 
it  as  giving  a  kind  of  national  ap¬ 
probation  and  sanction  of  the  mis¬ 
sionary  establishments  already  in 
successful  operation  among  tliem. 


MISSIONAUY  HF.RA1.U  FOR  APRIL. 

We  have  first  the  concluding 
part  of  the  Report  of  the  Pruden¬ 
tial  Committee  of  the  Board  made 
in  September  last.  ‘  The  receipts 
during  the  year,  were  about  S48,- 
OtX)  in  money,  and  216,000  in  va¬ 
rious  articles — Total  £64,000. 
Payments  from  the  Treasury  with¬ 
in  the  year,  were  £46,771  fel.  ] 

In  the  concluding  remarks  the 
Christian  church  is  urgently  invit-  | 
e<l  to  engage  with  renewed  ardor 
in  the  work  of  missions,  from  the 
consideration  that  many  in  pagan 
countries  are  earnestly  soliciting 
Missionaries,  from  a  conviction  of 
their  ignorance  and  wretchedness, 
and  their  perishing  need  of  evan¬ 
gelical  Instruction. 

It  is  stated  that  there  are  labor¬ 
ers  cnougli  of  every  description 
who  “wait  only  for  the  woid  from 
our  churches  to  go  forth  into  all 
lauds,  and  proclaim  the  unsearoh- 
mde  riches  of  Christ  to  tlie  ends  of 
the  world.” 

That  there  is  ability  to  .sup¬ 
port  them,  is  confidently  stated, 
and  the  following  peitinent  re¬ 
marks  are  oftered  in  vindication  of 
the  imsition. 

“There  are  many  ways  of  esti¬ 
mating  our  ability  as  a  people,  in  i 


all  of  which  no  man  can  avoid  com¬ 
ing  to  the  same  result ;  vi/..  that 
the  process  of  enlightening  man¬ 
kind  by  the  Gospel  could  be  carri¬ 
ed  on  by  us  to  an  extent,  which 
should  leave  all  present  exertions 
out  of  comparison  and  out  of  re¬ 
membrance.  When  it  is  consid- 
ered  how  much  a  nation  will 
cheerfully  pay,  through  a  long  se¬ 
ries  of  vears,  to  support  a  war,  and 
to  discharge  a  debt  iinposeil  by 
war;  when  the  millions  annualU 
w'asted  in  tlic  consumption  of  sp»- 
ritous  liipiors  are  computed  ;  and 
when  the  numerous  other  millions, 
expended  in  the  tliousand  modili- 
cations  of  extravagance  are  taken 
into  the  estimate,  to  what  an  as¬ 
tonishing  sum  would  the  whole 
amount ;  and  how  would  it  change 
the  moral  face  of  the  world,  if 
brought  by  the  willing  hands,  and 
accompanied  by  the  fervent 
prayers,  and  applied  by  the  col¬ 
lected  wisdom  of  such  a  commu¬ 
nity  ?  What  an  awful  picture  does 
it  give  of  mankind,  to  reflect,  that, 
even  in  Christian  countries,  it 
should  be  thought  impossible  to 
spend  as  much  lor  the  salvation  of 
our  fellow  creatures,  as  is  freely 
spent  to  effectuate  their  destruc¬ 
tion.  How  strange  that  it  should 
be  deemed  chimerical  even  to  de¬ 
sire,  that  one  tenth  part  as  much 
should  be  appropriated  to  send  the 
Bible  and  preachers  of  righteous¬ 
ness  among  the  ignorant  and  des¬ 
titute,  as  is  actually  spent  to  bring 
intemperance,  misery, and  pauper¬ 
ism  among  ourselves.” 

Other  constraining  motives  to 
lienevolent  exertions,  arc  exhibit¬ 
ed  in  the  Report ;  but  if  those  al¬ 
ready  presented  have  not  produc¬ 
ed  the  desired  eflect  upon  the 
reader,  we  are  ready  to  fear  he 
would  not  be  persuaded  tho  one 
rose  from  the  dead.

vVc  have  next,  extracts  from 
fhe  journal  kept  at  Mayhew  from 
(ktohcr  Ist,  to  the  close  of  the 
vear.  The  Missionaries  werepro- 
jp-essing  in  building,  and  other 
measures  to  promote  the  objects  of 
the  mission,  in  the  North-east 
district  they  mention  the  organi- 
iation  of  a  ci*'il  povrer  among  the 
Choctaws  for  the  pur|>ostrof  pun¬ 
ishing  oft'enders,  collecting  debts, 
jw;.  They  notice  with  lively  grat¬ 
itude  the  parental  care  which  the 
General  Government  exercises  o- 
verthe  schools  in  connection  with 
voine  recent  favors,  that  the  na¬ 
tives  generally  know  nothing  of 
God.tlio  they  so  often  speak  of  the 
tireat  Spirit,  &c. 

Tho  the  trials  of  the  Missiona¬ 
ries  have  been  great  and  their  la¬ 
bors  arduous,  yet  they  close  by 
saving,  “M’ith  devout  gratitude 
and  praise,  we  arc  constrained  to 
sav.  Hitherto  hath  the  Ijtrd  help- 

BRAINEHD. 

By  extracts  of  the  journal  kept 
at  Braiiierd,  from  November  lotli, 
to  tlie  ead  of  the  year,  it  appears 
that  within  this  time,  the  first  in¬ 
stance  of  mortality  among  the 
scholars  of  the  school  occurred  in 
die  deatn  of  a  lad  about  14  years 
of  age;  tiiat  Mr.  Kllsworth  with 
his  wife  and  sister,  late  from 
Greensboro’  in  this  htate,  arrived 
on  the  24th  of  November,  after  a 
prosperous  journey  of  8  weeks  and 
4  (lays,  and  Mr.  Parker  on  tho 
Idtliof  Decemuer,  who  has  since 
gone  with  his  family  to  'raloney, 
where  he  is  expecled  to  labor. 
Father  lloyt  wascoiilined  by  sick¬ 
ness  about  a  month,  but  was  recov¬ 
ering  his  health  at  the  last  date. 
A  detaded  account  of  some  trifii.ig 
occurrences  are  given,  not  mate¬ 
rially  afiecting  the  state  or  jmos- 
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poets  of  the  mission,  which  in  our 
opinion  might  have  given  place  to 
intelligence  of  a  more  interesting 
character. 

DWIGHT.  . 

The  first  annual  report  of  Messrs. 
Finney  and  Washburn,  made  out 
about  the  close  of  September  last, 
to  the  Secretary  of  M  ar,  shows 
that  they  were  making  desirable 
progress  in  erecting  necessary 
buildings  for  the  establishment, 
clearing  and  cultivating  land,  and 
that  the  property  consisted  princi¬ 
pally  of  stuck  and  farming  utensils; 

3  horses,  2  yoke  of  oxen,  10  cows 
and  calves,  between  30  and  40 
head  of  swine,  2  waggons,  1  cart, 
ploughs,  &,c.  Thev  expected  to 
commence  a  school  in  about  two 
montiis. 

FALESllN'E  MISSION. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Pitrsom  to 
Mr.  C.  Byington,  dated  Jerusale.a 
May  5,  1821. 

After  a  residence  of  about  t 
months  in  this  sacred  city,  I  can 
say,  that  in  one  respect  it  differs 
from  any  other  place  I  ever  visit¬ 
ed  -there  is  no  such  tiling  as  be¬ 
ing  satiated  by  viewing  objects 
every  where  presented  to  tlie  eve. 
The  sight  of  ISmvrna,  of  Pergamos, 
of  I’atmus,  awakened  the  tender- 
cst  sensibilities  ;  but  the  feelings 
were  in  a. measure  momentary.  It 
is  not  so  with  Jerusalem. 

I  now  go  to  Mount  ('alvary — ■ 
walk  ill  tlie  garden  of  Getksemn- 
ne, — stand  upon  the  height'*  of  Zi¬ 
on, — ascend  the  Mount  of  Olives, 
drink  of  the  w  aters  of  .'silnani,  with 
"reater  pleasure,  than  I  did  on  tlie 
hist  day  of  my  arrival.  Im'.eed 
there  are  so  many  subjects  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  mind,  such  as  tlie 
dcv«iut  anthems  of  David  ;  the  de- 
I  tlicatory  prayer  of  Solomon  when 

I  he  kneeled,  ar.d  spread  out  his 
hands  to  God,  and  consei  rated  a 
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tenipip,  wliich  became  the  glory  of 
the  church,  the  wonder  of  the 
world ;  the  exalted  strains  of  Isaiah, 
w  hen  he  saw  the  day  of  Christ,  and 
rejoiced  ;  the  zeal,*  patriotism  and 
piety  of  Ezra  and  Nehemiah,  when 
they  reared  tlie  tabernacle  of  Da¬ 
vid,  amid  the  opposition  of  a  world; 
and,  what  is  infinitely  more,  the 
benevolence,  sufterings,  death,  re¬ 
surrection  and  ascension  of  our 
divine  Redeemer,— that  the  plea¬ 
sure  must  be  increased  upon  every 
examination. 

Smyrna,  Nov.  22, 1821.  Under 
this  date  Mr.  Fisk  writes  thus 
concerning  the  war  in  Turkey. 

“Smyrna,  with  its  vicinity,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  a  theatre  of  the  most 
tragical  and  bloody  scenes.  Three 
or  four  days  ago,  a  (juarrel  took 
place  between  some  Turks,  and 
some  Sclavonians  and  Ragusians 
who  are  Austrian  subjects.  A  few 
individuals  were  killed  on  both 
sides.  This  excited  the  anger  of 
the  Turks  generally  to  the  high¬ 
est  pitch  of  phrenzy,  and  they 
wreaVed  tlieir  vengeance  on  the 
poor  Greeks,  shooting  and  stab¬ 
bing  them  in  the  streets,  and  even 
breaking  open  houses  to  glut  their 
fury,  and  gratify  their  lusts.  I 
have  heard  the  number  of  assassi¬ 
nations  committed  in  the  course 
of  two  or  three  da  vs,  variously  es¬ 
timated  at  from  100  to  300. 

My  own  situation  is  such,  that  1 
entertain  very  little  apprehension 
as  to-  my  personal  safety.  Yet 
scarcely  a  week  hasj)asPc»l,for  eight 
months,  in  which  I  have  not  wit¬ 
nessed,  or  heard  of  events  of  the 
most  revolting  and  distressing 
kind.  The  occurrences  of  this  >  ear 
have  made  the  most  horrid  things 
recorded  in  ancient  history  seem 
familiar,— >e,em  like  facta;  and 
not  like  the  imaginations  of  a  tra¬ 
gic  muse.  Taese  exhibitions  of 


lust,  of  cold  blooded  crUeltv,  fur¬ 
nish  dreadful  testimony  of  the  cor¬ 
ruption  of  human  nature.  0  that 
from  these  impressive  and  instruc¬ 
tive  lessons,  1  may  learn  practical 
wisdom.*’ 

In  Nagracoil,  South  Travan- 
core,  missionary  labors  are  8i'»nal. 
ly  blessed.  In  October,  181*8,8- 
bout  2000  people  had  professedlv 
renounced  idolatry  and  united 
themselves  with  the  Missionaries. 
In  February,  1821,  more  than  500(j 
had  renounced  heathenism,  as  stat¬ 
ed  by  one  of  the  Missionaries,  seve¬ 
ral  new  chapels  have  been  erected, 
the  schools  and  congregations  in¬ 
crease,  and  an  encouraging  spirit 
of  liberality  has  appeared  among 
the  people.

A  letter  from  Foihai,  Secretary  of  tin 
Taheitan  Auxiliary  Misdotiary  Socie¬ 
ty,  to  the  Directors  of  the  London 
Missionary  Society. 

{Traiulation.') 

Matavia,  Taheite, ) 
June  15,1821.  S 
Dear  Friends— May  the  bless¬ 
ing  of  Jehovah  and  of  our  Savior 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  With 
this  we  present  you  with  some  pro¬ 
perty  for  the  purpose  of  advancing 
the  cause  of  our  common  Lord  up¬ 
on  earth,  and  which  we  send  to 
you  the  original  projectors  of  this 
good  work.  You  are  the  root,  and 
we  are  but  branches.  It  was  you 
that  sent  Missionaries  among  us 
to  instruct  us  ;  and  behold !  we 
have  obtained  a  knowledge  of  that 
salvation  which  is  in  Jesus;  and 
on  this  account,  we  have  contribu¬ 
ted  our  property  for  the  extension 
of  the  woril  of  God.  Gur  country 
you  know,  is  destitute  of  money 
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vre  have,  therefore,  contributed 
property,  vir.  oil,  arrow-root,  cot¬ 
ton  and  pigs,  whicli  is  our  money 
in  these  countries,  where  we  have 
no  real  money.  We  have  sent 
the  oil  on  board  the  Hope,  8U  tons, 
from  us  the  Taheitan  Auxiliary  to 
Tou  the  Parent  Society,  to  assist 
Vou  :  aud  we  wish  that  our  contri¬ 
butions  may  be  added  to  yours, 
and  printed  in  your  Reports,  that 
we  may  see  that  our  property  has 
been  received  and  admitted  into 
the  Treasury  of  our  Lord,  whlcH^ 
will  give  us  complete  satisfaction. 

We  wish  you  to  be  particular 
and  candid  respecting  wfiat  we 
have  now  sent,  and  if  it  sliould 
prove  an  article  of  little  value,  or 
unsuitable,  write  to  us  and  give  us 
full  information  on  the  subject.  I 

We  shall  not  cease  to  subscribe 
nur  property  for  the  spread  of  the 
Uu«pel  of  our  I.ord  ;  death  alone 
will  put  an  end  to  our  subscrip¬ 
tions;  but  the  living  will  carry  it 
on. 

Never  omit  to  write  to  us.  We 
all  know  how  it  is  with  a  tree,  that 
the  butt-end  is  the  most  solid  part, 
and  the  small  end  is  soft  and  sap- 
pv.  To  the  small  end  we  may  be 
compared,  and  you  to  the  butt  end. 
Ho  not  cease,  therefore,  to  aH'ord 
us  instruction  in  the  things  of  God, 
ami  inform  us  also  how  the  word 
of  the  Lord  prospers  in  all  the 
countries  where  you  have  sent 
Missionaries.

THE  JEWS. 

The  operations  among  the  Jews 
in  Poland  and  Gerinauy  (says  the 
Columhian  Star)  are  going  for¬ 
ward  with  encouraging  success. 


In  Frankfort,  and  the  adjacent 
places,  fifteen  Jews  have  lately 
embraced  Christianity.  Tracts 
and  Testaments  are  received  with 
avidity,  and  read  with  attention. 
A  Jew  in  Germany  lias  ordered 
lUOU  Testaments  to  lie  printed  at 
his  own  expense,  and  another  is 
endeavoring  to  establish  a  Hible 
Society  among  the  Jews.  The  ur- 
ent  necessity  of  establishing  a 
udtt;o  Christian  community,  to 
afford  an  asylum  tor  those  Jews 
who  embrace  Christianity,  beeoiiies 
daily  more  apparent. 


SANDWICH  ISLANDS  MISSIO.N. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  letter 
from  a  geiitli  niaii  in  Nantucket  to 
the  Editor  of  the  Rhode  island  Reli¬ 
gious  Intellig<>ncer,  dated  March  25, 
1822. 

"Captain  Allen,  a  much  esteem¬ 
ed  member  of  the  Society  ol 
Friends,  has  lately  arrivetl  here 
only  f.'iO  days  from  the  Sandwich 
Islands.  While  on  his  vovage  he 
touched  there  at  four  tliftcrent 
times,  atid  became  ac(|uainted 
with  the  Missionaries,  and  saw 
their  trials  and  labors  fVir  tlie  poor 
heathen.  lie  says  they  are  suc¬ 
ceeding  wonderfully  in  the  object 
of  their  mission,  laying  the  foun¬ 
dation  for  immense  good ;  and 
thattheie  are  no  men  in  the  world 
whom  he  would  sooner  assist. 
From  their  pens  we  have  very 
grateful  acknowledgments  of  his 
kindness  and  liberality.” 


VEHMONT  JUVENILE  MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY. 

The  Trustees  have  already  ap 
pointed  Missionaues  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  year  to  lalicr  in  difi*erer*l 
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parts  of  tlw  State  to  the  amount 
of  200  weeks,  which  services  have 
been  principally  rendered;  and 
tho  they  may  not  have  been  crown¬ 
ed  with  such  sijvnal  success  as  in 
some  former  years,  yet  it  is  grati¬ 
fying  to  learn  that,  under  the  fos¬ 
tering  care  of  our  Missiona.  ies, 
many  <les|*<»n«ling  churches  are 
cheered  with  better  prospects  and 
many  are  added  to  their  number. 

Could  those  who  dwell  in  their 
ceiled  houses,  anil  enjoy  the  stat¬ 
ed  aitininistrations  of  the  gospel, 
hear  the  many  pressing  calls  of  the 
ilestitute,  when  the  time  of  service 
of  the  Missionaries  among  them 
is  about  to  expire,  we  must 
believe  that  tliose,  who  possess 
the  spirit  of  Christ,  would  leel  it  a 
high  privilege  to  contribute  to  the 
funds  of  this  S<M:iety. 

Extract  of  a  li-ttrr  irom  a  student  in 

Middlebury  College,  to  a  correspond¬ 
ent  in  this  town,  dated  8tli  instant. 

I  have  no  better  news  to  com¬ 
municate  than  to  tell  you  that  the 
awakening  in  Charlotte,  of  which 
1  suppose,  ^'ou  have  heard,  contin¬ 
ues,  and,  in  its  gradual,  tho  pow¬ 
erful  progress,  causes  one  after 
another  to  come  over  and  declare 
themselves  on  tlie  Lord’s  side. 
My  visit  there  was  truly  pleasant, 
for  in  witnessing  such  scenes,  the 
soul  of  tlie  Christian  is  filled  with 
holy  joy — he  seems  to  soar  above 
the  world  and  enjoy  a  foretaste  of 
heaven.  To  hear  that  sinners  are 
flocking  to  the  standani  of  the 
cross,  must  interest  and  delight  all 
who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  Calcutta,  about  a  year  since, 
the  Missionaries  of  the  London 
Missionary  Society  opened  a  new 
chapel,  70  feet  by  52,  for  which 
Sl.i,0(K)  were  raised  on  the  spot. 
A  very  salutary  influence  is  exert¬ 


ed  on  the  native  population,  by  tit« 
conversion  and  increasing  /.mI  «| 
English  residents. 

EMIGRATION. 

A  British  Union  Society  is 
forming  at  Dorchester,  England 
by  religious  families,  prefiaratorr 
to  their  settlement  in  the  territo- 
ry  of  Illinois,  in  the  United  .''tates. 
A  general  fund  was  laisetl  by  sub¬ 
scription  for  the  purchase  of  eve¬ 
ry  thing  necessary  for  the  settle¬ 
ment,  which  must  ensure  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  emigrants. 

SEI.KCTKI)  SUMMARY  OF  NF.WS. 

FOREIGN. 

In  case  of  war  between  Hiissia  and 
Turkey,  Great  Britain  has  promised  to 
observe  strict  neutrality. 

The  Spanish  Cortes  has  prohibited  the 
Slave  Trade  in  Spani<-h  vessels.  This 
decree  will  probably  be  not  well  receiv¬ 
ed  ill  the  Spanish  West  Indies.  It  is  said 
that  at  a  recent  date  there  were  530 
slave  vessels  on  the  coast  of  Africa. 

A  powerful  eflbrt  is  making  in  line- 
land  for  tlie  reduction  of  taxes.  The 
repeal  of  the  malt  tax  is  one  of  the  mean* 
of  relief  proposed  to  be  aflbrdid  to  the 
agriculturalists. 

In  England  public  coniidenre  in  vi<- 
cination  is  increasing.  Last  year  there 
were  only  508  deaths  of  the  small  pox 
in  the  kingdom,  not  more  than  two  thirds 
of  the  number  of  victims  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  year. 

Letters  from  Home  state  that  the  Pope 
was  dangerously  ill,  attd  his  death  ex¬ 
pected  every  moment.  The  Ard^diike 
Rodolph  who  was  made  a  cardinal  two 
years  ago,  it  is  said,  it  to  succeed  to  the 
Papal  chair.  —— 

f’oretgn  Aieic#. — It  has  been  anticipat¬ 
ed  for  iiioiith*  past,  that  the  next  arriv¬ 
als  would  bring  intelligence  of  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  hostilities  between  the 
Russians  and  the  Turks.  No  such  new-, 
has  yet  arrived,  and  there  appears  by 
the  latest  information  to  be  strong  ex|>e< - 
tations  that  the  difficulties  will  be  ami¬ 
cably  adjusted  between  those  powers  hy 
the  iriteiference  and  n«.sistance  of  other 
governments.  The  Turks  will  accede 
to  the  terms  proposed  by  the  Rus'i  ni-, 
and  for  the  present  pence  will  be  niain- 
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{^ed  in  that  quarlv  of  Europe.  The 
ii.iurbancei  in  Ireland  continue,  and 
irt  rather  on  the  increase — steps  appear, 
fcowever,  to  be  taking  bjr  the  British 
jpveniiuent  to  quell  the  disorders  in 
^at  ill-fated  country.  The  strong  arm 
of  the  law,  seconded  by  the  uiilitary, 
laj  probably  before  this,  brought  the  re¬ 
fractory  to  submission.  In  Spain  there 
iiiiimh  tumult  and  disorder — the  king 
tuado  in  fear  of  all  around  him,  and 
Mibniits  to  the  dictation  of  the  Cortes 
aud  the  populace  by  turns.  The  situa¬ 
tion  of  that  country  is  lamentable — revo¬ 
lution,  ry  movements  are  continually 
•tartiiig  up  in  different  sectivns  of  the 
kiiicdoiu,  and  the  government  do  not 
po(i,rss  siidicieiit  confidence  in  their  ow  n 
posers  to  maintain  a  due  course  of  jus- 
tne  among  the  people-  The  other  iia- 
li.iih  of  Europe*  are  generally  quiet,  and 
appear  to  be  recruitinj^  their  strength, 
which  tin-  long  wars  with  the  late  Em¬ 
peror  of  Eraiice  had  greatly  exhausted. 
Id  Asia,  the  Greeks  and  Turks  are  still 
enntimiing  their  sanguinary  contest— 
victory  alternately  favors  the  contending 
parties,  so  (hat  it  is  difficult  even  to  guets 
what  will  be  the  ultimate  result  of  the 
wu.—Obs.

This 
will  enable  him  to  send  five  Minister*, 
with  the  usual  salary  of  $9,000  a  year, 
and  $9,000  out-fit,  to  each  ;  with  five 
Secretaries  of  Legation,  with  the  usual 
salary  of  $2,000  each.  One  minister  it 
is  said  will  he  sent  to  Mexico,  one  to 
C'olombiii,  one  to  Diienos  Ayres,  one  to 
Chili,  anil  one  to  Pern. — Centinel. 

News  has  arrived  from  Spain  that  the 
Extraordinary  Cortes  on  the  12lh  Keb. 
disavowed  and  absolutely  prohibited  the 
independence  of  the  Colonies,  and  re¬ 
commended  a  declaration  to  other  gov¬ 
ernments,  that  Spain  will  consider  the 
partial  or  absolute  acknowledgment  of 
the  independence  of  the  Colonies,  be¬ 
fore  the  adjustment  of  present  differ¬ 
ences,  as  a  violation  of  existing  treaties.

Ill  Windsor,  on  the  12th  inst.  Mr. 
Hohace  Dcttoji,  aged  22  years.  Few 
persons,  situated  in  life  as  was  iMr.  D. 
have  died  more  generally  lumeiited  in 
the  circle  of  their  acquaintance.  With 
a  calm  judguieiit  he  united  a  natural 
disposition  the  most  kind  and  amiable  ; 
and  with  an  affectionate  heart,  a  pru¬ 
dence  that  secured  the  confidential  es¬ 
teem  of  all.  Ill  iJecemher,  1818,  he 
united  with  the  Congregational  Church 
in  the  east  parish  of  Windsor.  From 
that  period,  he  seemed  to  live  not  for 
time  only,  but  for  eternity.  Few  give 
to  their  life  th.vt  consistent  exhibition  of 
Christian  character,  which  was  found  in 
him.  A  uniform  (lame  seemed  to  be 
buniing  on  his  altar  of  devotion.  If 
there  was  a  distinguishing  trait  in  his  re- 
ligioiiis  character,  it  w  as  hi*  calm  reli¬ 
ance  on  tlie  government  of  Cod  ;  not 
only  as  it,  respected  events  of  impor¬ 
tance,  but  the  particular  occurrences 
of  each  day.  In  his  last  steUness, w  hich 
commenced  in  December,  11121,  he  ap¬ 
peared  to  exhibit  the  saiue  iiiiifurm  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  will  of  liod,  that  h.id 
previously  characterized  him.  'I’o  Uie 
repeated  question,  whether  he  was  anx¬ 
ious  to  recover  his  health,  he  referred  to 
the  will  of  his  heavenly  Father,  not  as  a 
matter  of  necessity,  but  of  choice.  'I’o- 
wards  the  close  of  his  life,  his  rtiind  be¬ 
came  affected  by  the  weakness  of  his 
body,  which  was  manifested  by  a  child¬ 
like  disposition  ;  and  this,  entering  the 
channel  of  his  thoughts,  displayed  a 
most  affectionate  and  filial  temper  to¬ 
wards  his  heavenly  Father.  The  “spirit 
of  adoption'*  was  the  spirit  of  his  latter 
days.  The  evening  previous  to  his 
death,  his  attendants  and  himself  thought 
for  a  short  time  that  be  was  dying,  it 
was  then,  that  bidding  all  around  fare-  | 


well,  his  faith  “became  as  suhstaace 
and  the  evidence  of  things  hoped  for 
and  with  a  countenance  so  pure  sod 
serene  and  heavenly,  thdt  words  caimoi 
paint  it,  he  said,  “I  have  found  my  .Sa- 
vior— I  see  him.’*  There  wasuotx- 
tacy  in  his  appearance,  either  at  tins 
time,  or  during  his  illness ;  but  a  hoiv 
Calmness  and  a  heavenly  pleasantue'- 
that  told  all  waa.  peace  and  tranquility 
in  the  h^arL  Hi*  last  hours  were  clou¬ 
ded  by  the  wanderings  of  intelleet,  but 
in  his  lucid  intervals  hi>  heart  was  found- 
grasping  the  anchoring  hope  of  happi- 
ness  through  the  blood  of  bis  Savior.
